To one who visits different sections of 
this great State of California it is a con­ 
stant surprise to see the \ast enterprises 
which are being undertaken by wealthy 
men for the rapid development of the re­ 
sources of the country. To name only a 
few of these, each of which is worth a 
visit: Senator Stanford’s l’alo Alto raneli 
for breeding choice stock, comprising (¡,000 
acres in the heart of the rich Santa Clara 
valley, and ins great I0,*VM) acre vineyard 
at Vina, in Tehama county; the immense 
wine cellars and vineyards of Kohler A. 
iFrolding, up in the lovely Glen Ellen dis­ 
trict of the Sonoma valley; the Fresno and 
Riverside colonies which have transformed 
a desert into vineyards ami orange groves 
and made land salable at $250 per acre 
which was regarded fifteen years ago ns 
dear at $5an acre: the Santa Anita ranch 
of “ Lucky” Baldwin, which produces 
thousands oi gallons of fine wine and 
brandy yearly and sends out thoroughbred 
raring stock which has held its own very 
well on the Eastern tinl this vear; the 
principalities owned by (he cattle kings 
Lux & Miller, which stretch half across 
the State; the royal domain of J. B. Hag- 
gin. upon wtiicli valuable experiments are 
being made in the raising of cotton and 
other products heretofore regarded as not 
adapted to the State; and theolive orchards 
of Kllwood Cooper and Colonel Hollister, 
of Santa Barbara, which have demon­ 
strated the advantages of the coast lands 
for this favorite product of the Riviera. 
These are only a few of the enterprises 
which have cost millions and which have 
scarcely begun to repay their projectors for 
tho large amount risked in their prince!v 
ventures. 
A DIO IRRIGATING CANAL. 
To these must now be added a work 
which is unique in this State for the l a b o r 
which will be spent upon it and the results 
that will follow from it.» use. 
This i.» the 
great Merced irrigation ditch which is e x ­ 
pected to water a tract of the Merced val­ 
ley forty miles long by twenty wide, ami 
convert wheat fields into orange and lemon 
groves, vineyards and orchards. A visit to 
tho ditch last week gave me a new idea of 
the power of capita! when applied to enter­ 
prises which seek to transform the face of 
a country and overthrow tho obstacles 
placed by nature in the way of tln ir devel­ 
opment. 
Merced county lies in the heart 
of the San Joaquin valley, which has been 
the chief wheat-producing section since 
the days when men gave up placer mining 
and turned their attention to the surer and 
more profitable labor of wheat-growing. It 
extends from the Sierra Nevada on the 
east to the skirt of tlie Coast Range on the 
west, its greatest width being ninety miles 
while its length north and south is about 
forty miles. 
There is hilly land on each 
side of the valley as one nears the mount­ 
ains, hut elsewhere it i» either level as a 
bam tioor or gentlv rolling like the sea on 
a calni day. 
The chief town, Merced, is 
141 miles lroni San Francisco, and ¡» 
reached by a six hours’ ride on the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad. 


THROUUH THE SAX JOAQUIN VALLEY. 
The ride at this season of the year can­ 
not be commended for comfort, as the train 
dashes out from everyplace in a cloud of 
dust; and the dust you have always with 
you — blinding, suffocating, penetrating 
through duster or veil. For half the jour­ 
ney one skirts along the bay and winds 
through the rich wheat fields of Contra 
Costa, San Joaquin and Stanislaus counties. 
Even in this month, when everything is a 
tawny yellow and the wheat has been 
mostly thrashed and hauled to the ware­ 
house, the country is picturesque, because 
it is dolled here and therewith dumps of 
live oak. and the presence of houses on 
these vast plains is indicated bv the tall, 
deep-green cucalpytus, which, at á distance, 
bears a striking resemblance, in shape and 
general effect, to the Lombardy poplar. 
After reaching Stanislaus conntv. however, 
the freshness of the air is lost, and hence­ 
forth one must submit to dust and heat. 


A TYPICAL VALLEY TOWN. 
Merced is a straggling town, with manv 
Southern 
characteristics — wide streets, 
houses with ample verandas, stores with a 
long colonnade in front which serves as ;; 
promenade during the heat of the day, and 
a fine Court-house whose imposing archi­ 
tecture goes far to redeem tln> laek of it 
elsewhere. It boasts ot 2,000 people hut 
has probably 1,500 in all. It suffered re­ 
cently from a $50,000 fire, but the burnt

About three years ago Charles Crocker, 
1 resident of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
conceived the idea of extending this ditch 
clear across the most lertile portion ot the 
Merced valley, and thus giving to this sec- 
tiou the same advantages which have made 
the r -esno lands so valuable. With them 
was associated a large landholder in Mer­ 
ced named 1 jutfnmn, one of the men who 
served the railroad faithfully when'it was 
first built, and who reaped his reward in 
the acquisition of a vast tract of fine land 
at ven low prices. Fhese three men started 
in to extend and widen the canal already 
built m a word, to accomplish the feat of' 
digging the longest irrigating canal of its 
size m the country.

LA 1JOH OF EXCAVATION. 
1 lie first ten m iles trom the river the 
canal is sixty feet in width on the bottom , 
.an d ten leet in bight.

In th e portion which has been 
tilt there is one tunnel a trifle over a m i’e 
long, and an o th er of I.coo feet is now be­ 
ing excavated. 
T he genera! grade of the 
canal is one toot to the mile, lmt at th e 
place where the second tunnel is being dug 
for tw o m iles th e grade is ten feet to th e 
m ile. 
T his tunnel saves a wide detour, 
and secures th e sam e am ount o f fall w ith 
far less work. 
Pace oil' fifty le t. and you 
will he able to appreciate the im m ense 
am ount o t excavation w hich is nccesscry 
tu construct a canal of this breadth at the 
bottom . 
Mr. Drake, although he had been 
used to heavy cuts for railroad work, ad­ 
m its that he was discouraged at the out»ct 
by the enorm ous am ount of eartli which 
had to be rem oved. 
T he top of the canal 
varies from 70 to 100 feet, the sides sloping 
down at such an angle as to prevent wasn 
or cave. 


A SMALL A RM V OF WORKMEN. 
Fortunately, the m aterial w ith w hich the 
m en have had to w ork is generallv loose 
gravel an d earth w hich m ay he plowed np 
in all seasons and rem oved by m eans of 
large scrapers._ Occasionally, however, a 
streak o f w hat is called cem ent gravel is 
encountered, w hich resists the plow aud 
m ust he blasted out w ith powder. T he 
plows used arc three huge im plem ents 
each w eighing life) pounds, and each draw n 
by from ten to sixteen m ules. 
T hey tear 
up the earth to a depth of about three feet, 
and leave the ground in such condition 
th at the scrapers can be m ade available, 
w hile w hen the canal reaches a certain 
depth th e ordinary dum p cart is brought 
into requisition. 
Upon the w orks now 
there are w orking 125 white men and about 
150 Chinese, w hile th e force of m ules in 
active service ranges from 80 to 200 head 
according to th e nature of the w ork. 
The 
Chinese a te found to be excellent hand.-, 
b u t they cannot be trusted to take care >.i 
th e anim als, as when the hour tor m eals 
arrives they will bolt for their food and 
leave the tuules to shift for them selves. 
The Chinese are paid $1 a day and hoard 
them selves, w hile th e w hite m en receive 
$20 a m onth and boar.]. T he Chinese live 
in a cam p by them selves ai the end of the 
finished portion of the canal, w here wate 
is plentiful. 
They ru n th eir ow n com m is­ 
sary departm ent, and live cliieiiv on freer: 
pork and rice. 
» 
COST OF THE ENTERPRISE. 
I. pon th e seventeen m iles of canal now 
dug (th e last teile is unfinished! th e com ­ 
pany have expended $700,000, and it is 
roughly estim ated that the entire cost of 
the w ork will be double th at sum , or say 
in round num bers $1,500,000. 
T he com ­ 
pany will p u t in head-gates for the lateri l 
ditches, but will have nothing t.i do w ith 
the digging ot these ditches. T hev writ 
charge s.. m uch for a cubic inch o f w ater 
the rate to be gauged by the prevailing rat.- 
throughout th e irrigated districts. 
To th e 
tow it of Merced the w ater will he carried 
in pipes, and every resident dream s o f sit­ 
ting in the near future under his ow n vine 
and fig tree a n d living on the interest oi 
the m oney w hich he will get for the su r­ 
plus outside land and choice corner loiv.

If the 
hydraulic miners are doing all the m ischief 
by increasing the volume of the annual 
deposits on the bottoms, then they should 
Ire-made to pay the Value of the property 
destroyed.” 


There is no need to comment at length 
upon this infamous proposition. 
Its hide­ 
ousness is apparent to the dullest intelli­ 
gence. 
It is a fallacious argument ad­ 
dressed to the coldest selfishness. 
Jt pro­ 
poses to wreck many m illions of value and 
convert the Very bosom of the State into a 
desert waste; to blot out the chief naviga­ 
ble stream and send its waters wandering 
in aimless rivulets over a sandy expanse ; 
it proposes coolly to hand over river and 
valley, town and village, farm and city to 
the industry of hydraulic m ining; 
to 
abandon at once and forever the whole 
river section, condemn the lands of the 
agriculturist to other uses and bid this 
population “ m ove on.” 
It is well that our contemporary has 
spoken out. 
It is at least the more manly 
part; we commend its frankness. 
But the 
infamy of its proposition w ill defeat the 
end it would compass. 
There is no danger 
in it. 
California is not now nor w ill she 
ever be prepared to cut the flesh from her 
bosom and oflbr it a sacrifice to propitiate 
the evil spirit that menaces her— in short, 
she w ill never sacrifice a perpetual and 
priceless heritage of agricultural wealth to 
a temporary and devastating interest. 


THE DOOR OPENED. 


1 he Chinese immigrants have won a 
point. 
Being defeated in attempts to land, 
by adverse decisions of the United States 
District and Circuit Courts, it is now de­ 
cided that they may appeal from the judg­ 
ment o f the latter to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 
In that event they 
can safely repose upon the certainty of 
two or three years of delay in each case, 
and thus the practical results of the R e­ 
striction Act upon labor, the industries 
and civilization of the coast cannot be de­ 
termined. 
W e shall thus be deprived of 
the cliiefest value in the anti-Chinese leg­ 
islation— the 
determination of the 
in­ 
fluence of restricting immigration, after 
thirty years of unrestricted entry into the 
country. 
The one saving hope is that the 
expense incident to the appeal w ill pre­ 
vent any general resort to that means to 
gain a foothold on the coast.

A MONSTROUS PROPOSITION. 


The San Francisco Aita has flatly de­ 
clared against the further prosperity of the 
valley, in favor of non-action in the matter 
of saving the Sacraipento river, and for the 
sacrifice of the river sections of the State 
to the m ining interests. 
The obstructions in the river it treats as 
“ temporary inconveniences.” 
That is to 
say, the filling of the river bed from fifteen 
to twenty feet with m ining sands is only a 
*• temporary inconvenience,” and upt a se­ 
rious injury. 


It quotes Captain Pay.son to the effect 
that the river will never he completely 
unnavigable. 
Perhaps not, for it would 
not be wholly unnavigable if a ten-inch 
draught trading-boat was able to come up 
stream once a year, but who would be so 
bold as to claim that such a condition of 
the river would suffice to answer the needs 
of the Sacramento valley for a free water 
highway ? 


In other years boats have stuck on the 
bars, says our Contemporary. 
True, but 
they were deep-draught boats, and the 
river bed was not then filled up to the 
grade it now has. 
“ The rivers w ill pre­ 
serve themselves from destruction if per­ 
mitted to have their own way.” 
But how 
have the valley people interfered with 
them ? 
It is em inently true, as the Alta 
puts it, if the reference applies to hydraulic 
mining. 
Had the rivers never been as­ 
sailed by that process they would not be 
in the deplorable condition we to-day find 
them. 


“ Bars w ill form from tim e to time, here 
and there,audit Will require constant atten­ 
tion from the General Government to pre­ 
vent them from becoming impassable ob­ 
stacles. 
But, aside from this slight aid 
from art by turning the current to compel 
it to cut out the bars, it will be last to let 
nature take her course.” 
It m ight profit 
our contemporary to inquire what agoncv 
has thus far prevented nature from taaing 
her course. 
Certainly it cannot lie said 
that any act of the valley has interfered 
with natural processes in that respect. 
“ The rivers w ill preserve 
themselves 
from destruction if permitted to have their 
own way. 
California rivers excavate their 
channels and build up their banks in the 
season of winter Hoods, w hen the waters 
go out over the adjacent country, and in 
their impetuous rush carry with them a 
part of the silt and sand that have accu­ 
mulated in the channels during the period 
of low water. 
Attempts to dike the banks, 
preventing the overflow o f the winter 
floods, is combatting nature and balking 
her beneficent designs.” 
The Alta will 
gratify a population occupying a vast area 
o f agricultural land in the river section, if 
it points out where the river has done a’ny 
bank-bnilding, and just to what extent the 
Sacramento has excavated its channel. 
T he popular belief in all the valley, based 
upon the testimony that is born of observa­ 
tion, is that the river has done a wonderful 
work in channel-filling and bank-destroy- 
!ng, under the influence of hydraulic m in­ 
ing.

SOUTHERN HOTEL MYSTERY. 


R e p o r t th a t th e S u p p o sed V ic tim o f M ax­ 
w e ll is S till A liv e .

S t . Louis, August 24th.—To-day’s devel­ 
opments in connection with the Southern 
Hotel mystery have led m any to reassert 
that Preller is not dead, and that tlie body 
found in the trunk was that ot some man 
as yet unknown. Maxwell lias received 
several letters from cranks and others. One 
letter, signed Louis Daubingy, is from New 
Orleans. The writer calls the prisoner 
D’Augier, refers to an interview hud with 
him in the Southern Hotel, and then pro­ 
ceeds as follows : " Your stubborness will 
cause you a good deal of trouble before you 
get out of it. The only thing that remains 
for you to do at present is to tell the truth 
to your attorney and to prove by M r.-__ 
that you procured the body and that Mr. 
Preller is alive, or at least that he was alive 
at the time your subject was discovered in 
your trunk. Have arrested at once the 
man who procured you the body, for it is 
possible he may disappear at the" tim e you 
need him as a witness. 
I cannot help be­ 
lieving that Mr. E’reller has not been m ur­ 
dered, and I believe that Harriet Ster. iiis 
mistress, of Boston, knows more in regard 
to liitn than the police of St. Louis." It 
would be an excellent idea to have her un­ 
der the surveillance of detectives. 
1 met 
Sir Percy Burrell, of West Greanstead 
Sussex, England, last week. 
He assured 
me that he had seen Mr. Preller at a Span­ 
ish port in company with a lady on the31st 
of May. Sir Burrell is now at St. Mulo. 
You can send a dispatch to the British 
Consul, asking him to get his testimony,” 
Maxwell tried to hide this letter, hut tlie 
authorities got it away from him . The let­ 
ter and other testimony go to prove that the 
body found in the trunk is not that of Prel­ 
ler and that the prisoner's name is not 
Brooks. 
In conversation to-day the pris­ 
oner denied that his name was Brooks, and 
said those who regarded him as Maxwell 
were right. He positively denied that bis 
family name was Brooks. 
There is testimony that 1’reller is alive. 
A well-known St. Louis drum m er says that 
a few days after the body was found in the 
,."southern Hotel a young man answering 
the description of Preller appeared at Els­ 
ton, Mo, organized a singing class, re­ 
mained a month, and then left without col­ 
lecting his tuition fees. Before he left he 
gave a plug-hat to a colored man. Tire hat 
bore the initials “ C. A. P .” inside the 
sweath-cloth. Preller was something of a 
musician and vocalist. 
It is believed bv 
many that the reason Maxwell has exhibi­ 
ted such coolness is that lie knows that at 
the right time he can prove that Preller is 
alive, and that he cannot be tried for m ur­ 
dering another man but Preller. Between 
the Lnited 8tates and British Governments 
there is an extradition treaty containing a 
clause to the effect that pcr'sotfs extradited 
can only be tried for the offense named in 
the warrant. This clause was inserted to 
prevent either Government for extraditirre 
offenders for criminal offenses and then 
trying them for political crimes. 
If Preller 
can be produced at the trial Maxwell can 
immediately claim his discharge. ‘Then, 
in order to try him tor another offense, it 
would be necessary for the St. Louis au­ 
thorities to make another trip to New Zea­ 
land, file new evidence ami get leave to 
begin the prosecution.

SO M \C 1ST RAT E WISH ISO TO OCCrPY IT, 
And finally it was concluded to utilize it 
for Slate purposes. Consequently it was 
Converted into a State printing office and 
armory. The second floor was used as a 
. mposing.room, while tlie basement was 
useil for a press-room and the storage of 
cannon and other m unitions of war. 
For several years past the State has done 
, all its own printing, hut its binding 1ms 
been done outside. Since the last Legisla­ 
ture passed a law authorizing the State's 
publication of its own school-books the 
State Printer has used all possible dili­ 
gence to get ready for that extensive job. 
The engine and press-room lias had a con­ 
crete floor laid down therein, varying in 
depth from one to four feet, in accordance 
with the strength required.
